WASHINGTON (AP)—An Ag- 


riculture Department appropria- 
tion of $5,182,665,000, reduce! 
$1,059,632,215 from last year's 
Jevel, was approved today by 
the House Appropriations Com- 


i mittee. 


Sending the bill to the House, 


the committee .directed the de- 
partment to reshuffle some of 
its spending plans, continuing a 
number of research stations and 
programs that had been sched- 
uled for elimination or reduc- 
tion. 


It told the department 
to 


balance the cost by cutting down 
on work for the Agency for In- 
ternational Development's pro- 
grams. 


The committee included $3 


million for research, on tobacco 
and insecticides, directing that 
it begin immediately. 


Its report said the $8-billion 


tobacco industry is deeply af- 
fected by findings linking smok- 
ing

diseases and it is vital "to de- 
termine the properties of tobac- 
co which may affect the health

which the report said was "not

The committee also' suggested 


that provision be made for "pay-

Overcharging 


TOKYO (AP) - 
Communist 


China said today the Soviet Un- 
ion charged Peking much more 
than world prices for its aid 
goods and interest still is being 
paid on Soviet loans to fight the 
Korean War of 1950-52. 


A Red Chinese letter sent to 


Moscow of Feb. 29 and broad- 
cast today by Radio Peking 
complained that the Soviet lead- 
ers have "habitually played the 
benefactor 
and 
frequantly 


boasted of their disinterested 
assistance." 


"But we must point out that 


so far from being gratis, So- 
viet aid to China was rendered 
mainly in the form of trade and 
thai it was certainly not a one- 
way affair. 


"China has paid and is pay- 


ing the Soviet Union in goods, 
gold or convertible foreign ex- 
change for all Soviet-supplied 
complete sets of equipment and 
other 
goods, 
including those 


made available on credit plus 
interest. 


"It is necessary to add that 


the prices of many of the goods 
we imported from the Soviet 
Union were much higher than 
those on the world market." 


As to the Soviet loans to Red 


China, they were mostly spent 
on buying war material from 
the Soviet Union of which the 
greater part was used up in the 
Korean War, the letter said. 


"For 
many years we have 


been paying the principal and 
interest on these Soviet loans, 
which account for a consider- 
able part of our yearly exports 
to the Soviet Union," the letter 
added. 


"Thus even the war materiel 


supplied to China in the war to 
resist U.S. aggression and aid 
Korea 
has 
not 
been 
given 
gratis."

More Jobs Open as Economy 
Expands But Percentage of 
Jobless Stubbornly High

NEW YORK (AP)-More jobs 


are opening up as the economy 
expands. But the percentage of 
those in the labor force that 
can't find work stays stubborn- 
ly high. 


Just adding 750,000 more jobs 


in April—nicely above the usual 
seasonal trend—isn't enough. 


Some years back an unem- 


ployment rate of 4 per cent of 
;he labor force was considered 
,00 much. Now government of- 
ficials are happy when they can 
•eport it's under 5.5 per cent. 
Somewhat wistfully they talk of 
chances of getting it below 5 per 
cent maybe by next year. 


The labor force is the total at 


any one time of those with jobs 
or looking for them. The unem- 
ployment rate is the percentage 
of this total that report's it 
wants to work but can't find a 
job. 


The number of those with jobs 


keeps rising. It's now above 70 
million, some 1.8 million more 
than a year ago. 


But the labor force keeps ris: 


ing just as fast or faster. 


Part1 of this is due to the much 


discussed population explosion- 
Hie fact that now, and in the 
next 
few 
years, 
increasing 


numbers of young people will be 
reaching the job-holding or job- 
seeking age. 


But in recent months a grow- 


ing prosperity has increased the 
labor force from another source. 
Attractive jobs are opening up 
now an dluring those who aren't1 
interested at other times. They 
enter the labor force or drop out 
as the kind of work they like or 
can handle expands or declines 
in their communities. 


Modern home appliances have 


made it possible for more mar- 
ried 
women to handle both 


housework and outside jobs. 


Also complicating any assess- 


ment' of the nation's labor pic- 
ture is a growing 'amount of 
moonlighting in recent years. 
This is the holding of more 
than one job by the same per- 
son. Often this is to gain much 
needed additional income. But 
often it is to lift the family into 
a higher status, to provide de- 
sired gadgets or more expen 
sive vacations.

Thinks State 
to Benefit 
From Plan

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Orval E. Faubus said today that 
Arkansas will, benefit greatly 
from President Johnson's war 
on poverty and he is gearing 
state agencies to help in the 
fight. 


The governor discussed in a 


news conference poverty, de- 
pressed areas and things that 
have been done about' them in 
the past and things that can be 
done in the future. 


Faubus said he would call 


heads of various state depart* 
ments which migjit be con- 
cerned in the war on poverty 
and that he would designate 
Ted Morley, director of the 
state Planning Commission, as 
general chairman of a commit- 
tee of these department heads. 


"They'll study the program 


and be prepared with projects 
ready to be initiated when the 
general program is approved by 
Congress. 


Faubus said he was enthusias- 


tically 
behind the program, 


which he believes "can do more 
for the underprivileged than has 
been done in a long time and 
more than can be done in any 
other way if it is properly ad- 
ministered by practical, realis- 
tic people." 


Faubus launched into a far- 


ranging discussion of underpriv- 
ilege, which is one of his fav- 
orite topics, when he was asked 
about whether the mountain 
areas of Arkansas are as bad 
off as Appalachia. 


"I don't think so," Faubus 


said. "But I haven't seen Appa- 
lachia. I know that at one time 
the coal mining area in Arkan- 
sas was as hard-hit as Appa- 
lachia."

The governor listed the Coal 


Hill, Spadra, Ozark, Clarksville 
and Mansfield areas as ones 
whicli have been especially hard 
hit by the decline in coal min- 
ing. 


"But the economic situation 


in these areas has been great- 
ly improved by ... 
industry," 


Faubus said. "The industrial 
growth of Fort Smith for ex- 
ample, has absorbed a large 
number of these people." 


Faubus said that all through 


the mountain areas of Arkansas 
there is substantial underem- 
ployment and that there are 
large numbers of people whose 
family income is below what if 
termed the poverty level. 


In outlining why he favors the 


program, Faubus said, "I've al- 
ways said that we have great 


(affluence, that prosperity is at 


; an all-time high, but there are 
still pockets of poverty 
and 


many individuals, even in the

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Viet Nam War 
Baffling to 
Americans

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


sour war in Viet Nam is baf- 
Ifing American 
officials but, 


trying to figure it out, they must 
be setting a record for think- 
talks and look-sees. 


Now 
President 
Johnson 
is 


sending Defense Secretary Rob- 
ert S. McNamara hustling back 
Viet Nam again for another 
look, his fifth in 12 months, plus 
five he made to Honolulu fer 
conferences on how to win the 
war. 


Squads of other officials have 


been over to one or both places, 
including Gen. Maxwell Taylor, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs ef 
Staff; President Johnson when 
he was vice president; and Atty. 
Gen. Robert F. Kennedy. John- 
son and Kennedy made Viet 
Nam a stop on their world 
tours. 


The war itself has been going 


from bad to worse, making the 
optimism' of some of these em- 
inent American visitors look a 
little incredible in retrospect. 


Johnson, for instance, was so 


carried away he made 15 im- 
promptu speeches and dashed 
around shaking hands with the 
crowds the way he does now 
with 
tourists at 
the 
White 


House. 
, 
He sized up the dictatorial 


President of Viet Nam, Ngo 
Dinh Diem, and promptly com- 
pared him with Sir Winston 
Churchill, although even then 
Diem was far from universally 
beloved. This was in May 1961. 
• (On Nov. 1, 1963, the Vietna- 
mese showed how much they 
disagreed with Johnson by as- 
sassinating Diem and his broth- 
er in a military coup which took 
over the government.) 


President Kennedy knew it 


was no perfect setup. In Octo- 
ber, 1961, he sent Taylor over. 
Within 
a 
month 
Diem 
an- 


nounced he would put in re- 
forms. They were badly need- 
ed. And then he forgot them. 


McNamara seemed to express 


the most optimism about a war 
Which clearly wasn't going well, 
although 
this 
country 
had 


pumped in about $5 billion in aid 
over eight years, has 15,000 
troops 
there, 
and 
over 220 


Americans have been killed. 


This is a list of the trips and 


the sayings: 


January, 1962 — McNamara's 


first trip to Honolulu for an 
American military conference 
on Viet Nam. He came away 
saying he felt "encouraged." 


February, 1962 — McNamara 


announced a new U.S. military 


command in Viet Nam and flew 
back to Honolulu for another 
conference. 


February, 19G2 — While Mc- 


Namara was in Hawaii, Robert 
Kennedy was in Viet Nam say- 
ing "we have great confidence 
in President Diem." 


May, 
1962 — McNamara took 


his first plunge into Viet Nam 
and left saying he felt "tre- 
mendously encouraged." 


July, 1962 — Despite his en- 


couraged feeling, he went to 
Honolulu for another think-talk 
with the U.S. military.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Fifty- 


eight of the 92 Democratic Ar- 
kansas House members seeking 
re-election this summer face op- 
position from fellow Democrats, 
Republicans or both. 


Nine of 15 incumbent' senators 


are opposed in their re-election 
bids. 


Figures compiled by the Leg- 


islative Council show that 34 in- 
cumbent House members and 
six senators escaped any form 
of opposition. 


Sixteen House members have 


only Republican opponents, 34 
are opposed only in the primary 
and eight have both Democratic 
and Republican opposition. 


In addition, one House mem- 


ber, Rep. Dillard Collins, an in- 
dependent' two years ago, is run- 
ning this year as a Republican. 
He is unopposed in his primary 
and will meet Russell J. Ben- 
ton, the man he beat two years 
ago, in the general election. 
Benton is an unopposed Demo- 
crat. 


The Republicans are involved 


in 27 of the House races. In two 
counties—Searcy and Perry — 
two persons have filed for the 
House on the GOP ticket', neces- 
sitating Republican primaries. 


The Republicans have 
four 


candidates for the Senate. Two 
are running against incumbent 
Democrats with no primary op- 
position. One will oppose the 
front-runner of three Democrat- 
ic candidates for a vacant posi- 
tion and one is waiting the re- 
sult of a primary between an 
incumbent and his Democratic 
primary opponent. 


All 15 senators whose terms 


expire this year are seeking re- 
election. In addition, two vacant 
seats must' be filled.

CAIRO (AP)-Maximum se- 
urity precautions are 
being 


quietly tightened for the arrival 
of .Premier Khrushchev Satur- 
day, and special communication 
equipment has been installed to 
give the Soviet leader instant 
contact with Moscow. 


Troops, 
police 
and 
plain- 


clothes agents from 
Egyptian 


army intelligence have been as- 
signed to guard Khrushchev. 
Reports said as many as 200 
Soviet security agents will ac- 
company the premier. 


Special 
telephone 
lines 
to 


Moscow were reported being set 
up from Cairo and Aswan 430 
miles to the south, to Moscow. 


Khrushchev's route will take 


him from Alexandria, his port 
of landing, to Cairo, Port Said 
and other points. 


.As-a. further precaution two 


special planes have been sent 
from the Soviet Union to take 
Khrushchev around the United 
Arab Republic. Soviet sources 
said the premier would not fly 
aboard Egyptian planes—many 
of which were built by the So- 
viet Union. 


Khrushchev's ship, the Arme- 


nia, 
will arrive for a festive 


welcome at Alexandria Satur- 
day morning. With President 
Gamal 
Abdel 
Nasser, 
Khru- 


shchev will immediately plunge 
into a busy schedule. 


There will be 
a series of 


speeches and talks with Nasser, 
visits to factories, the pyraids 
and sphinx, and tours of the 
massive Soviet-financed Aswan 
High Dam project. But 13 after- 
noons have been kept' free so 
Khrushchev can rest.

DALLAS, Tex. (AP) — Each 


year, America spends billions of 
dollars for new dnirches, the 
modern design of which causes 
tradition-minded worshipers to 
wonder If the architects and the 
clergy have had a parting of 
the ways. 


Those doubters would have 


found their answer recently in 
Dallas where more than 1,000 
of the nation's leading church 
architects and religious leaders 
demonstrated 
that there is a 


unity of purpose and "a mar- 
riage between art and religion." 


The National Conference on 


Church 
Architecture 
reflected 


agreement that today's 
often 


startling structures can mean 
as much to 20th-century man 
as the massiye Gothic forms of 
the Middle Ages. 


"Old art and modern art have 


the same thing in common — 
they are each in step with their 
times." said the Rev. Roger 
Ortmayer, professor of Chris- 
tianity and the arts at Southern 
Methodist University's Perkins 
School of Theology. 


"Religion and art are married 


—a marriage .made in, heaven 
and. no-divorce is possible," Dr. 
Ortmayer 
said. "But heavy- 


handed tradition is the mother- 
in-law." 


"For a work of architecture 


to be understood by common 
people, by the man in the street 
it must cling to the symbolic 
shape, that gives it character, 
although it may be dressed ac- 
cording to the fashion of the 
moment. 
Style 
changes 
but 


character must stand," said 
Dr. Felix Candela, distinguished 
Mexican architect. 


All good art becomes in a 


sense religious even though it 
is not ecclesiastical, 
Edward 


Anders 
Sovik, 
a 
Northfield, 


Minn., architect told the confer- 
ence. 


The Minnesota architect said 


that function alone is not enough 
—"if it were we might well 
complete the destruction of the 
Parthenon because it has no 
further function at all." 


As for the symbolists, he said 


"it doesn't take an artist to 
make a cross-shaped building, 
a groined vault signifying hands 
joined in prayer, indirect light- 
ing for mystery or symbols of 
the Apostles, and they don't 
make good architecture." 


Sovik 
said 
the 
answer 
is 


simply that the artist must be 
concerned with truth. 


"When he is certain that ar- 


chitecture is faithful to the truth 
his creation will indeed move 
people," he said. "It will have

tution to permit prayers and Bi- 
ble reading in the schools. 


Warren, in remarks prepared 


for the dedication of the bell 
tower at Washington Episcopal 
Cathedral, said that "though our 
Founding Fathers maintained 
and we have preserved a separ- 
ation of church and state, we 
are a religious people. 


"The underlying concepts of 


our system of justice are ethi- 
cal or religious, if you please.

hers of the Georgia Legislature. 
His remarks, canvassing what 
lie termed the "many troubles" 
of the South, were certain to be 
regarded as unusually signifi- 
cant. 


Winding up a six-state tour of 


poverty-pocked Appalachia, the 
President 
suggested 
that 
in 


searching 
for racial 
justice, 


Georgia and the South "have a 
sure and faithful guide—the Con- 
stitution of the United States." | 


He declared: "Because the | 


Constutition requires it—and be- 
cause justice demands it—we 
must protect the constitutional 
rights of all of our people. 


"For no one of us is fully free 


until all of us are fully free. 
And the 
rights of no single 


American are truly secure until 
the rights of all Americans are 
secure." 


Johnson 
said 
that 
"racial 


problems have deep roots in 
Southern soil." However, he em- 
phasized 
his view that such 


problems are not peculiar to 
any 
single 
section, 
saying: 


"They also trouble the passions 
of men on the shores of Mary- 
land, in the slums of Philadel- 
phia and in the streets of New 
York." 


Actually, he took a hopeful 


view of the tribulations of the 
South, with these words: "We 
may well find racial peace in 
much of the South before the 
end of racial strife in the cities 
of the North." 


Johnson also appealed for re- 


jection of extremism. Conjuring 
memories of the Civil War, he 
said: 


"Heed not those who . come 


waving the tattered and discred- 
ited banners of the past—who 
seek to stir old hostilities and 
kindle old hatreds—who preach 
battle between neighbors and 
bitterness between states. That 
is the way back toward the an- 
guish from which we came." 


The President, covering con- 


siderable ground in 2.400 words, 
even made indirect reference to 
his own unannounced but obvi- 
ous plans to seek election to a 
four-year term in November. 


Declaring that "we are today 


one nation, one people, one 
America," 
Johnson said: 
"I 


would not be looking forward to 
November, were this not true. 
And I am looking forward to 
November." 


In his swift passage Thursday 


through Maryland, West Vir- 
ginia, 
Ohio, 
Tennessee 
and 


North 
Carolina, Johnson also 


made clear his zest for his job 
and his hope of retaining it. 


This was most clear in a 


speech 
at 
Kno'xville, 
Tenn., 


when he coupled an appeal for 
support of his antipoverty pro- 
gram with jabs at two Repub- 
licans who may try to get his 
job in the 
fall—former Vice 


President Richard M. Nixon and 
Sen. Barry Goldwater of Ari- 
zona. • 


Johnson said Republicans al- 


ready are calling his antipover- 
ty proposals a "cruel hoax"— 
words used last week by Nixon. 
And he said that if such men 
had their way, "The 'for sale' 
sign would be on TVA this very 
hour." It was Goldwater who 
once suggested that the Tennes- 
see Valley Authoirty be put up 
tor sale. 


The sharpest jabs, included in 


Johnson's prepared text, were 
omitted in delivery. But the 
traveling White House said he 
stood by them. 


In these passages, he labeled 


"cruel hoax" critics and those 
who would sell TVA as "men of 
timid faith and narrow vision." 


And he added: "I do not be- 


lieve you want to entrust the 
American dream to men who 
would turn it into a nightmare." 


In Atlanta and half a dozen 


other cities in Appalachia and 
the South, cheering thousands 
turned out to greet the Presi- 
dent. Total official estimates of 
the crowds along the way came 
to nearly half a million. 


Whatever the number, and of- 


ficial estimates often get inflat- 
ed, the number was impressive. 


For his address to the men 


who make the laws of Georgia, 
Johnson 
obviously sought to 


make his remarks the more ac- 
ceptable by linking them to the 
state's motto—wisdom, justice, 
moderation. 


He cited justice in talking 


about civil rights. He cited wis- 
dom in urging the rejection of 
extremism. And he cited mod- 
eration in touching on the prob- 
lems of poverty, urban expan- 
sion and conservation. 


On the latter point, Johnson 


said: "To meet such problems, 
in such a varied and ample land 
as ours, bold action requires 
broad agreement—and consen- 
sus requires moderation."

Despite His Early Dislike 
for Practice He Has Made 
a Niche in Musical World

NEW YORK (AP) - At the 


age of 4, Peter Nero was able 
to make up tunes on a toy 
xylophone. 


At 7, while visiting relatives, 


he began picking out the same 
times on a battered old upright 
piano. 


By the time he was 14, Peter 


had won several awards and 
made a number of symphony 
hall appearances. He was re- 
garded as a child prodigy, and 
it was taken for granted by his 
teachers and 
family 
that he 


would become a concert pianist. 


"But 
the 
most 
important 


thing in this world is to be hon- 
est with yourself," said Peter. 
"The turning point in my life 
came at 22 when I decided I 
didn't want to be a classical 
concert artist. I always hated 
to practice, and you can't hate 


and freedom." 


"You bear the mark of a 


Southern 
heritage," 
he 
said, 


"but that which is Southern is 
far less important than that 
which is American." 


to practice and be that' kind of 
a professional artist." 


Despite his early dislike for 


spending 
long 
hours 
at 
the 


piano, Nero went on to carve his 
own unique niche in the musical 
world. 


At 29, featuring a blend of 


classical forms with jazz impro- 


. visions, he has become perhaps 
the most successful "pop" pian- 
ist in the field. 


Each year he does 100 con- 


ceils, appear on up to 
dozen 


television shows, and turns out 
three albums. He also has com- 
posed 30 tunes, acted in and 
written the music score for a 
film, and signed to do three 
more films.

financial loss by turning his 
back on a purely classical 'Ca- 
reer.

He worked several years on 


the cocktail lounge and supper 
club circuit.

Life in 


Arkansas

The newest thing in the Ar- 


kansas rice industry is plastics. 


Thirty years ago rice farmers 


built their levees for flooding 
Hie rice, then chopped gates in 
llicm with hoes and chinked 
I hem with mud to control the 
water level in the field. 


After 
World 
War 
II 
they 


turned to wooden gates, then 
came steel. 


A Stuttgart firm, Tasco Plas- 


tics, Inc., has come up with a 
plastic levee gate that it claims 
will last a dozen more years in 
the field than steel with prac- 
tically no maintenance. 


The product was kept under 


wraps for some six years, says 
Shelby Simpson, one of three 
founders 
of the 
firm, while 


Phillips 
Petroleum 
Co. 
of 


Barllcsvillc, Okla. did labora- 
tory work to find 
the best 


materials. 


, 
The first gate was brought out 


Ihrec years ago on an experi- 
mental basis. In 1962 the firm 
had only three of the gates in 
use, 
but this had increased to 


f>fl by last year. 


Simpson said the gates are 


made with a special plastic cle- 


[ signed 
to withstand corrosion 


from the water, rust and the 
jcilccls of chemicals and ferti- 
' Jizers. 


The gate weighs 13.5 pounds, 


compared to from 47 to 
3 


pounds for steel gates, Simpson 
said, and has a life endurance 
oi 15 years. 


The steel gate industry is des- 


cribed by him as "a big opera-1 
lion" but the actual cash value 
is difficult to determine since 
| the gates are made in local 
'welding shops, by the farmers 
and by firms. 


Tasco is hoping to get a slice 


of this business though, by pro- 
ducing a competitively priced 
gate — $1 higher, Simpson says 
— with advantages over steel. 


The gate isn't patented, Simp- 


son said, but is registered. 


The firm has only a few em- 


ployes now, but is working to- 
ward becoming a booming rice 
belt industry.
